Tacchini ‘Sesann’ sofa 
by Gianfranco Frattini 

The form: A long, low unstructured sofa featuring a gathering 
of fabric or leather within an exposed tubular metal framework. 

What makes it special: The Italian architect Gianfranco Frattini was 
apprenticed to Gio Ponti from 1952 1956 and produced a number 
of important furniture designs in this period, culminating in 1956 
with a Compasso d’Oro nomination for his ‘Model 849’ armchair 
for Cassina (recently reissued by Tacchini and renamed ‘Agnese’). 
Through the late ’50s until the early 2000s, Frattini worked across 
a number of industrial design, furniture and interior projects, with 
furniture for brands such as Cassina and Bernini, lighting for Artemide, 
Arteluce and Lucitalia, and interiors for restaurants, nightclubs and 
apartments from Milan to Tokyo. While the ‘Sesann’ collection of 
two- and three-seater sofas and armchair has been reissued by 
Tacchini, it was originally designed for Cassina and was just one of 
a number of standout pieces he created in the 70s. The informality 
of the design, with its delicate tubular steel ‘frame’, was a revolution.

Were you creative as a kid? Growing up in rural South Australia, 

I I was surrounded with opportunities to work with my hands. As a 
1 teenager, I restored vintage motorcycles with my dad, made some 
I terrible furniture and stood in front of our lathe, turning my mum 
I (another) candlestick holder or bowl for Mother’s Day 
Tell us about your workspace. I’m lucky enough to be working 
I out of JamFactory in Adelaide. I’m in my final year of a two-year 
lassociateship there. I work alongside an extremely talented group 
1 of emerging designers under the guidance of Jon Goulder. 

Do you have a lot of finished furniture at home, or is everything 
a work in progress? It’s a mix for me. A lot of the pieces I’ve made 
have been to fill spaces in my own house. The things I have at home 
are very finished; they’re part of a chapter in my life and I treasure 
them for what they are. I keep the works in progress for the workshop 
where it’s much easier to discard mistakes and ideas. 

What’s been your favourite thing to work on? And the most 
disastrous? I have the same answer to both guestions! I’m releasing 
a range of furniture that utilises a cast-metal bracket system called 
‘Brace’. It’s been a very long development process with more failures, 
tears and setbacks than I care to recall. But it’s that hard slog that 
makes it one of my favourite pieces and one I’m most proud of. 

Have you been surprised by the response to your work? I have 
we’ve been really busy over here in Adelaide! The studio was 
lucky enough to be given the chance to design some great pieces 
for Woods Bagot and the new Royal Adelaide Hospital, both with 
Jon Goulder. I was nominated as one of Temple & Webster’s top 
10 emerging designers and my ‘Roy’ picnic set was selected as 
a finalist for the Adelaide-based Drink Dine Design award. 

You also work as a nurse. How do you handle the two careers? 
The time management is a bit of a struggle at times; I’m always up 
for a good nap if I can get one. But in terms of juggling the two, 

I’m blessed to have great support from the amazing people I work 
with. Being able to do both reasonably well certainly helps me get 
through sticky situations. Most importantly, nursing grounds me. 

I’m occasionally in need of a good reality check. 

What do you have coming up? I’m moving to my very own studio. 
The earlier part of this year will be devoted to a beautiful new 
furniture collection for JamFactory. Watch this space!

A ML style entrance hallway with a 

Kate Moore, viaFacebook 
The formula for getting the mix right when 
decorating a traditional house with modern 
style is about creating balance between both looks. Firstly, work with 
the existing architecture of the house and embrace the traditional style 
with wall colours and flooring tones for a cohesive look throughout. 
Then add furniture elements that are a clear contrast such as a modern 
console. Keep the lines simple with clean, structured shapes, such 
as the ‘Echo’ cabinet from Zuster (pictured, $7500, zuster. com.au). 

The styling layer can be approached with a combination 

of traditional and modern 
accessories to link the 
two eras together - just 
ensure the items have the 
same visual weight so one 
look does not dominate. 
Alternatively, if you want it to 
feel more modern, add colour, 
smooth textures and reflective 
finishes with accessories. 


Q I have old subway wall tiles, very closely laid. 

What is the best way to clean them , re-grout 
them or enhance their look? @conkotis, viainstagram 
David Compagnino, business development manager 
of Signorino Tile Gallery (signorino.com.au), advises 
cleaning grout with a solution of “baking soda and white 
vinegar - you can add ammonia if you like - allowing it 
to dissolve and adding it to a spray bottle. Spraying this 
on grout until damp and scrubbing with a toothbrush 
should do the trick. Removing grout can be pain-staking, 
however grout colours are extensive these days, so 
you can go for a colour to complement your tiles.”

K^for styling a medium-sized 
balcony please? Ari, viaFacebook 

“When styling a balcony, take a brief from 
yourself,” says Adam Robinson of Adam 
Robinson Design (adamrobinsondesign. 
com). “Ask guestions such as, ‘how do 
I want to use my space?’ In a small space, 
use a side table that can double as seating 
on those occasions when you have extra 
guests. Also, if you don’t have much floor 
space, think about using your walls to add 
interest by installing some pots on hooks 
to make the most of the space. On the 
ground, I like to cluster pots in groups 
of different sizes. If you like a more 
streamlined feel, choose pots in the same 
colour and texture try a ‘Dagar Eski’ pot 
from Garden Life (pictured, from $495, 
gardenlife.com.au). Also, understand what 
the sun does throughout the day to help 
choose plants, as balconies can trap light. 
North-west facing is very hot, so reguires 
tough plants. On the other hand, south- 
facing will reguire shade-loving plants.”

“The final stages of the decorating 
process can be the hardest part, 
so you’re not alone,” says Emma 
Blomfield, interior stylist and 
co-founder of The Decorating 
School (thedecoratingschool.com).

In order 
to bring them all together, spend 
an afternoon arranging all your bits 
and bobs. The ‘odd’ rule works 
well when arranging groupings 
of threes and fives tend to be the 
most pleasing to the eye.”

or some renovators, engaging an architect son and 
' a builder son-in-law on a major project could be 

; asking for trouble. Not so for Chesne and John 

Raymond. The couple contracted their nearest 
and dearest to transform a tired clinker-brick three 
bedder into a chic and practical Australian beach 
house — and no-one fell out. Not even when Chesne 
and John moved in with their daughter Sarah — who’s married to 
builder Mike — for two months during construction. “This build has 
been a real family affair — and we ’re all still talking!” says Chesne. 

Living in nearby Mona Vale for 35 years, Chesne and John had 
just begun to think about downsizing when Chesne spotted the 
house while out walking with Sarah. Upon inspection, she was 
captivated by the panoramic Pittwater view. “I’d always wanted a 
house with a view.” says Chesne. “The sight of spinnakers bobbing 
on the water, the sunset to the west and the seaplanes taking off 
and landing sold the house to me in an instant.” 

Thanks to the familial link, architect Dan had a clear idea of 
what his parents wanted. “Mum’s a fantastic cook so it was about 
maximising a larger living and entertaining space.” The home now 
comprises a split-level living space that includes the master bedroom 
and bathroom on the upper level, with the kitchen, lounge and deck 
on the lower level, as well as two guest bedrooms and a bathroom. 
“It’s a house that’s manageable for us but that can also work well 


when we entertain — we had 80 guests here recently for Chesne ’s 
60th birthday party - or have the grandkids over,” says John. 

The eight-month renovation was no mere cosmetic upgrade; 
it was more of a knock-down rebuild in scope. “We retained the 
existing floor structure and the two side walls, but we removed 
the roof and put in a new raked ceiling and trussed gable roof,” 
says Dan. “We installed an awning over the verandah and a small 
plunge pool. Inside, we added a second pavilion that bridged the 
access from the garage into the house and down the staircase that 
leads to the master bedroom level.” 

A key decision was to eschew aluminium doors and windows 
in favour of solid hardwood. “People think aluminium is a low 
maintenance option and in the short term it is but, in the long 
term, timber lasts,” says Dan. “It was vital for the home’s character 
to go with the warmth of natural timber.” John adds that while 
the wooden floor was “a lot more expensive, I’ve been persuaded 
that it’s been worth the investment”. American white oak flooring 
throughout the home adds warmth and flow to the space. 

Twelve months on, Chesne and John say they couldn’t be happier 
with what they — as a family — have achieved. “We’re thrilled with 
the result,” says Chesne. “It’s a family home but it’s also great for 
John and me - and that view doesn’t get any less breathtaking.”

tepping inside a beautiful shop can set the heart 
aflutter as you anticipate what you might find, followed 
by the lovely buzz of retail therapy. But it’s also a chance 
to gather style inspiration as you explore each and 
every corner. The way the proprietors have utilised 
a converted space, their choice of flooring and 
wall-coverings, and the clever solutions for displaying 
their wares, are all great ideas that can be gathered and applied to 
your own home. This is precisely what Caroline Rowland explores in 
her new book, The Shopkeeper’s Home ($49.99, Jacqui Small). In this 
extract, you can see how curators, whose style credentials shine from 
their shelves, translate this talent for decor into their personal spaces. 


INDUSTRIAL C4HC 

This kitchen belongs to Michael Andrews of homewares 
store Inheritance in Los Angeles (inheritanceshop.com). 
Originally a set dresser and prop stylist, Michael began 
working at LA-based shop Zelen while he was a freelancer. 
When the owner, Dan Zelen, decided to move to San 
Francisco in 2009, Michael took over the reins. Michael 
continued to build on Dan’s eclectic taste, but at the same 
time developed his own approach to curating the store, and 
after feeling that it had become ‘his’ shop, he changed the 
name to Inheritance. The centrepiece in his kitchen is the

Michael groups his collections of Fornasetti china 
together for maximum impact. The guirky plate designs 
make a strong display in a grid formation in his kitchen. 
Items that aren’t typically fixed to walls can turn out to 
make a unigue display that that could easily be adapted 
for a home setting. Plates, rugs, stuffed animals and birds, 
even vintage sports eguipment are all examples of three- 
dimensional elements you can try adding to your walls. 



10 great display ideas

With 
myriad colour and pattern options, the end 
product can be light and sheer or heavy 
and raw, with various stages in between. 
Generally speaking, the heavier the weave 
the more wear it’s able to take. Despite its 
dainty reputation, silk is typically hard-wearing, 
long-lasting and feels cool to the touch. 

Best for Window treatments, upholstery, 
rugs, luxe cushions and pillows. 

Lifestyle Silk is best used out of direct 
sunlight where it can be susceptible to 
‘sun rot’. It also doesn’t recover well from 
spills, so it is best left in a low-traffic zone.

RAYON is made from wooctThip fibres 
and mimics silk, cotton or linen at a fraction 
of the price. It hangs well so is a popular 
choice for curtains but shrinks and wrinkles 
in the damp. NYLON is rarely used alone but 
blended with other textiles to add resilience. 
POLYESTER is tough and a good choice 
for outdoor furniture, as it tolerates sunlight 
and moisture well MICROFIBRE AND 
MICROSUEDE are made from polyester a 5 
can be great for high-traffic sofas, slicd a's ki 
kids’ rooms, because they're soft, forgiving 
and water-repellent.

It’s often blended with natural 
fibres to increase durability. OLEFIN is a 
newish kid on the upholstery block and it’s 
an option if you need something extremely 
hard-wearing. It’s highly stain- and moisture- 
resistant, so perfect for the patio. And another 
positive trait, it’s easily recyclable. 
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how to buy fabric 

Cameron Warwick from Warwick 
Fabrics offers his advice 

How do I choose my fabric? Start your 
research online to gather together some 
ideas of what patterns, colours and textures 
are available and what might work in your 
home. Next, you can order cutting samples 
to be sent out to you directly - for our fabrics, 
you can do that via our website. For extra 
inspiration you could check out your 
favourite blogs, Pinterest and Instag ram. 

Next step would be to find a good 
upholsterer, designer or retailer to work 
with you on your project. 

So I’ve narrowed it down - what’s next? 

If you’re feeling a little overwhelmed by 
online searches, or want to see the fabrics 
you have selected in a larger piece, head 
to a showroom for a better look. Not all 
showrooms are open to the public, however. 
Wholesalers, like us, do not sell direct to the 
public, so you'll need to speak to a trader 
who has an account with us. 

How do I buy the one I’ve chosen? 

Once you’ve decided on an upholsterer, 
interior designer, decorator or retailer, you 
can liaise with them on the fabric selection 
and get their advice on your ideas. Then that 
person will buy the fabric on your behalf. 

Or if you’re buying a new sofa for example, 
the furniture retailer will arrange the 
upholstery in your chosen fabric. 

What if I want to DIY? If you’re doing your 
own re-upholstery or making your own 
curtains, there are a number of retailers 
who sell a range of fabrics direct to the 
public. Just be aware that you may end up 
spending a little more, as they will naturally 
add a mark-up to the wholesale price.

espite loving their stylish and beautifully

B open for inspections. That’s the scenario 

Fiona Bateman faced back in early 2013. 
Already fans of Sydney’s Neutral Bay neighbourhood, 

Fiona and her husband, Henry, were keen to upsize in the same 
postcode. An intrepid Fiona contacted local agents to see if there 
were any gems about to come onto the market. Fortuitously, one 
agent knew of an elderly couple who were thinking about selling 
their much-loved Edwardian home in which they’d raised their 
six children. Fiona was familiar with the beautiful period house 
in need of some attention. “The previous owners didn’t want to 
go through all the hassle of an open home so we were very lucky 
to snare this place,” she says. 

Fiona, Henry and the kids moved around the corner and 
into their new home in December 201 3. They engaged Sam 
Crawford Architects to draw up plans for the much-needed 
renovation, which Fiona was determined to keep simple. “We 
decided to keep the structural work to a minimum,” she says. 

“We didn’t move anything around in terms of the rooms.

pendant light from Magins sits a 
table from Original Finish, Thonet 
chairs, and a rug from Revival in 
Milton on NSW’s South Coast. 

Linen gauze drapes were made up 
by Simple Studio, allowing light to - 
hit the walls in Resene Foggy Grey. 
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I didn’t want it to be too open plan because that doesn’t suit the 
style of the home. Ultimately, I saw this as a restoration rather 
than a renovation.” 

Respecting the home’s history was critical to the Batemans, 
as was their desire to allow as much natural light as possible into 
the house. The rear extension, accommodating the family room 
and new kitchen, delivered with the addition of a wall of custom 
steel-framed windows. “I’d seen something similar in another home 
and loved the light-drenched effect. They’re probably one of my 
favourite features in the house now,” says Fiona. The home’s light 
feel is also aided by its simple paint palette — Dulux White Duck 
is used in varying strengths to add tone throughout. 

In terms of the decor, Fiona led the way. “I love old things but, 
just because it’s a period home, I didn’t want everything to be old 
and in keeping,” she says. “My daughter has said to me ‘Mum, 
why do you like everything to be ruined?’, but I don’t think that’s 
completely fair. I like to mix the traditional with the modern.” 

Fiona and Henry’s beloved modern artworks, including 
a Brett Whiteley drawing in the hallway and a vibrant collection 
of indigenous artworks that feature throughout the space, 
showcase their diverse style and personalises the rooms. 


Fiona says a particular highlight during the build was when 
the bespoke kitchen was installed complete with an AGA cooker 
and statement Dunlin pendant lighting. “It was exactly how 
I’d imagined it,” she says. 

The Batemans moved out for the duration of the reno with 
Fiona juggling the project, her successful design consultancy 
and, yes, that fourth pregnancy off site. “The fantastic builders 
[Buildability Constructions] just got in there and ripped into it,” 
she says. “Our architect and builder were brilliant, and we had 
the DA plans approved within 60 days. The next-door neighbours 
were very understanding and encouraging, so we were lucky that 
it was a relatively smooth process.” 

The family have just passed their first year in the completed 
home and couldn’t be happier. “It’s everything we wanted,” says 
Fiona. “I still sometimes pinch myself when I’m putting my key in 
the front door to make sure this is my home.” She says the family 
plan on staying put for some time. “With four children, you can 
always do with more space, but I can’t see us leaving anytime soon. 
It would have to be something very special to tempt us away.” DU

“It’s pretty 
slapped together,” says Dennis, “but you get used to working 
quick when you’re in the film game.”

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What do you love most about the warehouse? Dennis: “You’re 
enclosed but there’s lots of space. It has beautiful light and 
you can see the stars. And there are no neighbours.” 

You’ve lived and worked together for so long. Do you ever fight 
about the decorating? Lesley: “We sometimes argue about the 
details, but we appreciate similar things. There’s a process.” 

You’ve described your style as ‘maximalism’. What’s the secret to 
keeping it looking sharp? Dennis: “You have to be really organised 
or else the clutter would be of truck-like proportions.” 

In a house full of charm and character, the light above the dining 
table is a standout. Dennis: “We walked around Sydney for two 
weekends looking for a chandelier that would go in that big 
space. The cheapest one we saw was $5500 and it consisted of 
stainless-steel wire with little halogen lights. I thought, ‘You’ve 
got to be kidding,’ so I built one and hung all the light shades 
we had from old houses and various other places.” 

The kitchen pantry is a stationery cupboard and the sink was a 
bedpan wash basin - where do you come up with these ideas? 
Dennis: “Because we’ve worked in the film industry as buyers 
and set builders, we know where to get all the really weird shit. 
The sink came from a second-hand hospital stainless-steel place 
near Jervis Bay on the NSW South Coast. It’s eight-foot long, 
it cost $400 and we’ve washed all our grandchildren in it.” 

You have eight grandkids. Do they visit often? Lesley: “Some 
years we’ll have Christmas here and they’ll all stay. They tell 
us we can never sell — the space is perfect for hide-and-seek.”

+ The flooring is usually uniform throughout. By adding rugs, you can identify 
specific areas. A Moroccan Beni Ourain rug layered with a Turkish kilim rug 
would sit beautifully under a vintage industrial dining table. 

+ Position sofas and armchairs to face each other, add in a rug, a coffee table 
and floor lamp. You’re essentially creating a seating pod, which you can 
replicate a few times. Dividers, such as bookcases, filing cabinets or even 
large pieces of art or sculpture can provide a fluid wall within a space.

INSIDE overseas inspiration 





W hen the apartment of Elina Vila and her 
husband Gines Gorriz was built in 1910, 
Barcelona’s economy was booming and 
splendid buildings were going up in the 
arty neighbourhood of Eixample. Modernista was the 
preferred architectural style among the upper echelons 
of society and ‘God’s architect’, Antoni Gaudi, was its 
most famous exponent. Some of the buildings he 
designed are around the corner from Elina and Gines’s 
apartment. The architect behind their building, Telmo 
Fernandez Janot, was clearly inspired by Gaudi, with 
sumptuous facades and interiors typical of the era. 

Elina and Gines were bowled over by the beautiful 
stained-glass windows, the ornamented window and 
door panes, the stucco wreath, the old door frames, 
the floor-to-ceiling windows with decorated shutters 
and brass hinges, and the porcelain door handles. 

And they wondered at the grey, brown and white 
floor tiles, arranged to form flower patterns, in every 
room of the 240-square -metre apartment. 

“Everything was just perfect,” recalls Elina, 
co-founder of VilaBlanch, a well-known interior 
design studio. “Respecting the location is a part 
of our philosophy.” The couple vowed to leave 
the rooms of the apartment as original as possible. 

After a thorough clean, the apartment was rewired 
and painted. The only structural work was done in the 
bathroom and kitchen area. The kitchen was moved 
from the centre of the apartment to the front. The wall 
between the living and dining rooms was removed to 
connect the zones. The former kitchen was converted 
into two bathrooms, which are situated between the 
couple’s bedroom and their daughter Luna’s room. 
Their son, Pablo, occupies the rooms above. 

In the other rooms, design classics such as dining 
chairs by Hans Wegner can be found next to modern 
lamps by Marcel Wanders and stools by Jasper Morrison. 
“We wanted to create a modern contrast to the original 
structure of the building,” say Gines. “As the apartment 
already boasted a wealth of original detail, we decided 
to use restrained colours and natural materials .’’The 
furniture combines quality with functionality. There 
are, however, a few exceptions. For example, the three 
white chairs byjunya Ishigami.“We couldn’t resist 
them. They’re simply too beautiful,” says Elina. tQ

CHANGING IT UP 

If you took a poll to see which rooms in a family home cause the 
most consternation, youd probably find the humble bathroom 
right up there in the number-one spot. And the bigger the family, 
the bigger the problems. Just ask Corinna Musgrave; at one stage, 
her tiny bathroom had to meet the needs of two adults and four 
teenage children. You can imagine the morning shower run wasn’t 
the most peaceful way to get the day started. Despite the two 
eldest subseguently moving out, enough was enough. Corinna 
rolled up her sleeves and got serious about serenity. 

DREAM IT. 

A self-taught interior designer with many bathroom renovations 
under her belt, Corinna knew she wanted a space brimming with 
personality.

Corinna was confident in drafting her own design, and “once it passed 
the critical eye of my husband, the technical drawings for the building 
surveyor were drawn up by my draftsperson,” she says. 

With a well-honed eye for personal style, Corinna knew she wanted 
a bathroom with a difference. “I didn’t want a look that would date 
no black taps for me,” she says. “My focus was on adding a sense 
of personality but making sure it wasn’t too trend-focused.” 

Instead, Corinna opted for luxurious decorative elements. The star 
of the space is the wallpaper by artist Kristjana S Williams. “We love 
her art and when I discovered this wallpaper, it became the starting 
point for the entire look and feel for this project,” she says.

the story so far 



Darryn grew up in nearby Como, NSW, and persuaded Reshma to 
leave the inner city to set up home in this idyllic spot. They bought 
the house nine years ago and have been working on it in fits and 
starts ever since. The elevated position, set into a rocky hillside, makes 
for a fairytale setting that the family enjoys from the huge front deck. 

what’s not working? 

The house has zero street appeal. Darryn calls it “Death Trap Manor” 
the cladding is in a state of disrepair and the green painted deck is 
rotten in places and roofed with dirty corrugated plastic. Access to the 
house is via a precipitous concrete ramp or a set of rickety stairs. Inside, 
the living space is small and the bathroom a shrine to the 1980s. 


what do they need? 

Reshma and Darryn want to sort out the access to the house, 
replace the deck and improve the flow between the living space 
and the outdoors. Theyd also like to replace the downstairs 
bathroom and create a walk-in wardrobe off the master bedroom. 

what’s stopping them? 

The pair are hamstrung by indecision. They each have strong opinions 
on the best way forward and are finding compromise tricky.

the market 

Oyster Bay is very much a family-oriented 
area and buyers are primarily second-timers. 
Property east of the railway has been more popular over the years 
but, with the great jump in prices in the past year or so, prices west of 
the line have been pushed up. People are also moving south from the 
St George area in search of more affordable homes. In terms of the 
market, things are levelling off. The heat has come out of it in recent 
months. There are still buyers out there and prices are being achieved 
but the sense of urgency and fear of loss - has faded somewhat and 
the buyers aren’t as aggressive. 

the opportunity 

Buyers are looking for a property with a minimum of three bedrooms, 
two bathrooms and a garage. It also needs to be close to transport links. 
Reshma and Darryn’s place ticks all these boxes. The deck would be a 
good place to spend money the way the house presents now might 
scare potential buyers as they wouldn’t know what they were in for. 
Also, because the block is an odd shape, landscaping would be well 
worth doing.

out the front 

I really like this house. It’s like 
a timber treehouse and has a romantic feel to it. 

The impression from the street is quite dramatic. 

Yes, the front of the house has fallen into disrepair 
but a new balcony will transform it. Reshma and 
Darryn are talking about using glass to make the 
most of the view, but I think this would be a mistake. 

Not only is it not in keeping with the style of the 
house, it would soon get dirty and be a nightmare 
to clean at this height off the ground. Id suggest a cantilevered 
steel frame - so it appears to float with a black steel balustrade, 
which can be a delicate design. Reshma and Darryn also need to 
consider the underside of the decking as that’s what you see as 
you approach the house; it’s like another facade. 


open to new possibilities 

To improve the connection between the new deck and the living 
space, and to make the most of the outlook, glass doors are an 
obvious go-to. Sliders would be my preference; bi-folds take up 
precious floor space and the multiple panels interrupt the view. 

Sliders are also easier to screen. 

what to do upstairs 

What Reshma and Darryn need is more usable living space and 
upstairs are two bedrooms that are currently being used to house 
Reshma’s complete collection of Encyclopedia Britannica\ It wouldn’t 
be a big job to take down the wall between the bedroom and the 
staircase to create a mezzanine living area. It would connect with the 
existing lounge room downstairs and also flow out to the spectacular 
rocky garden area at the back. As Navia grows, she could move into 
the other bedroom and have her own quarters. And Darryn and 
Reshma could knock through to her current bedroom downstairs 
to create the walk-in robe that Reshma dreams of.

facade first 

When selecting exterior colours, it’s important 
to consider how your home’s surroundings 
embrace the architectural detail. Ideally, your house will complement 
its backdrop, so that should provide inspiration for the palette. 
Darryn and Reshma’s home is surrounded by natural bush and 
beautiful rock. The natural stone contains various shades of 
grey-blue tones and green from the lichen, which they could 
incorporate into a scheme. It’s also important to consider the fixed 
features, such as the window trim, gutters and roof tiles because 
often these elements don’t change. They become the framework 
for the exterior palette and help narrow your colour selection. 


deck considerations 

Reshma and Darryn are planning a completely new deck and it’s 
important to think about how they want to use the space before 
finalising the details. In this case, it’s going to be an integral part 
of the home the family already spends a lot of time out here 
so traffic flow is important. They should think about the entry 
and exit points, as people need to be able to move freely from the 
house to the deck. Furniture choice should complement the style 
of the house and the interior to create an inviting atmosphere for 
family and friends. Then it’s on to the finishing details, such as 
planters, lighting and other decorative accessories.

Safety is a real issue on the deck. The timber 
hasn’t been maintained and is rotten in places. 
The handrails wouldn’t be legal these days. If anyone were to fall off 
- or through - there could be a guestion of liability. The work out 
here needs to be a priority because of these issues. 


the best-laid plans 

Reshma and Darryn are in the process of putting in plans to council 
and, once they have approval, they intend on using those plans to 
get a number of guotes in from building companies. This causes 
me some concern as DA plans lack detail and are open to a huge 
scale of interpretation. The guotes may vary wildly and the one 
they pick may not be the best guote with the most inclusions. 

Using an architect is the ideal way to go, as architectural plans 
leave nothing to chance. If they’re going to manage it themselves, 
Reshma and Darryn need to be across every last detail as the more 
information they have up front, the better. And they need to find a 
builder they can absolutely trust. 


living with the build 

The best thing about this project is that the family could stay on 
site throughout and tackle it in sections. Access isn’t an issue as all 
the work on the exterior can be done from outside. The bathrooms 
can be replaced one at a time and if they want to open up the 
kitchen, they can use the barbecue out on the new deck! Taking 
down the wall between the kitchen and living room would reguire 
putting in a steel frame, but it’s not a big job. The thought of being 
able to sit and see the view of treetops out the front and the 
dramatic rock face at the back will make all the work worth it. □

KITCHEN 


If you’re that friend whose place is known as the 
get-together hub, planning a new kitchen comes with 
a little pressure. Here are Shannon Vos’s top design 
elements to consider including in the heart of the home 
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1 BUTLER’S PANTRY 

Space is the ultimate luxury these days and that, of course, 
is rarely more evident than in the kitchen. The biggest brag 
about having more space has to be the inclusion of a butler’s 
pantry, and it’s not just for show either. Having all that space 
out of view perhaps under a connected stairwell, behind the main 
wall of appliances or, in this Horton & Co. kitchen (hortonandco.com.au), 
to the side really makes it easy to keep your main kitchen area clean 
both day-to-day and when you have loads of friends around. Easily 
ensuring your status as an impeccable host, it’s the perfect hiding place 
for all the functional elements of your kitchen the fridge, microwave, 
toaster, kettle and extra glasses and the not so ‘aesthetically pleasing’ 
details such as Aunt Cathy’s handmade platter or last night’s dishes. 
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2 DISPLAY CABINETS 

If you want your kitchen to feel homely without all the 
clutter, consider cabinets that give guests a taste of your 
personal style. Though not terribly in theme with modern 
design, displaying favourite items (not the kids’ toys!) can 
make for a beautiful vignette just as it does in any other area. When 
you’re displaying your possessions, think about shape and colour; in 
particular, repetition of similar items works well in this space designed 
by Norton & Co. (hortonandco.com.au). When it comes to the actual 
cupboards, consider the architectural elements. The sharp outline of 
a shelf is a great way to create a feature vith colour, or by introducing 
interesting lines via textural timber. But don't forget the practical side 
- if they’re above the cooktop, consider Enclosing them in glass. 
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3 ISLAND STORAGE 

Entertainers need space and the more the better. I mean, 
where else do you keep 30 or so champagne coupes for 
that New Year’s Eve soiree? Likewise, those bigger items 
- such as platters, punch bowls and fine china - need to 
be accessible but out of the way and an island bench is perfect for that. 
Try incorporating deep drawers (preferably with sides) and, if possible, 
locate them somewhere that doesn’t open directly into the main 
thoroughfare. If you want a more open feel, try to limit the kinds 
of items you stack. Plates, bowls and baking trays are easy to keep 
stacked neatly, as seen in this kitchen by MAArchitects (above, 
maarchitects.com.au). The side that faces away from the kitchen is 
great for cookbooks and smaller decorative items such as candles. 
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4 PASS WINDOW 

There’s a common theme in many of these points, 
and that’s the fact that the Australian lifestyle is all about 
bringing the outdoors in. Including a servery or a pass 
window to an external area, usually a terrace or deck 
area, will promote indoor/outdoor living as seen in architect Tash Clark’s 
kitchen (below, tashclark.com) and ease congestion in the kitchen. 
Integrate the servery so it also doubles as a breakfast bar area with 
stools; just make sure you can close it all off to the weather when it’s not 
being used. If you have the space, as this design by Lisa Hannaford 
Interiors does (left, lisahannafordinteriors.com.au), try not to situate 
work areas such as sinks or cooktops on the pass bench. This surface 
is much better reserved for chopping, plating up and a drink or two.

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6 FREE FLOW DESIGN 

Having good flow in a kitchen is vital to its functionality, 
and, in turn, its aesthetic. If you have the sguare 
footage, a ‘walk-around’ island bench, such as the one 
in this zone designed by Minosa (minosadesign.com), 
creates a sense of space and luxury that is seldom delivered by other 
elements. There are no corners to get stuck in and traffic will move 
more freely, especially if you have guests. A functional working 
triangle (fridge, sink and cooktop) will also mean you can make 
the most of your kitchen. If you’re someone who has a lot of people 
around on a regular basis, you might want to position the fridge at 
one end or near an opening, so they can help themselves to drinks. 
Also, consider two sinks so tasks can be divided between them. 
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7 THE RIGHT 
APPLIANCES 

Functionality is key to entertaining, and while top-of-the- 
range appliances will wow your guests, choosing suitable 
eguipment that will make your parties easier is what it’s 
all about. It helps if the design, as seen in this kitchen by Rosstang 
Architects (rosstang.com.au), allows the appliances to seamlessly fit in. 
Opt for a wider 90cm oven or even a double oven for those roasts and 
bulk bakes; cooktops with extra burners that combine, depending on 
your cookware, are great for larger dishes like whole fish; and French- 
door fridges will make it a breeze to store extra food and accommodate 
wide platters once you’ve prepped and plated up. If you can, have a 
separate drinks fridge easily accessible for friends to top up their glasses. 
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8 INDOORS AND OUT 

We live in the best country in the world, and the best 
room in the house is not actually inside. Cook outside, 
eat outside and entertain outside! Make the most of both 
kitchen and courtyard by creating a seamless connection 
with location and clever material choices. Doors that seem to disappear 
and having the same floor level across the zones are essential, as in this 
space by Matt Gibson Architecture + Design (above, mattgibson.com.au). 
In the best-case scenario, your kitchen will run from inside to out with 
barbecue included. In terraces, flip the idea of locating the living space 
at the back, leading to the yard, and go for a galley style that runs the 
kitchen down one side, such as this one by Scale Architecture (right, 
scalearchitecture.com). L-shaped designs also work beautifully.

1 FAMILY TIES 

A streamlined bench and dining area 
is at the centre of this family kitchen 

Interior architect: Melissa Drew of Mosmo Living 
(mosmoliving.com.au). 

Style of project: A cooking zone that connects with the living area. 


A modern extension on the back of an 1890s Adelaide villa houses 
this open family kitchen with a polished concrete floor. The brief 
called for a central bench area where family and friends could 
congregate while allowing the cook to be a part of the action. 

The prep section encompasses an undermount sink set into a 12mm 
DuPont Corian solid surface benchtop and matching surround, which 
has been crafted to ensure a box-like form without delineation 
between the top and sides. A scullery hidden behind the panelling 
next to the fridge means the island benchtop can be kept tidy and 
free of clutter when guests are over. 


A popular alternative to granite or marble, solid surface 
(such as Corian) is a non-porous material made from natural 
minerals and acrylic resin. Sections can be glued together and, once 
the adhesive has dried, the joints are sanded and polished to create 
that sought-after seamless look. 


INDUSTRIAL EDGE 

This bench echoes the galley kitchen 
behind it in a Melbourne home 

Owner/designer: Brett Murray. Interior designer: Simon Carver. 
Style of project: A clever brewery conversion and fit-out. 


A 19th-century brewery in Collingwood was converted into a 
four-level loft-style apartment. The industrial-style kitchen is a mix 
of contrasts with an exposed brick wall and stained pine panels 
housing the rangehood. The gunmetal cabinetry is from Freedom 
Kitchens and the statement pendant light is by Christopher Boots. 
The enormous feature that serves as dining table, preparation 
bench and kitchen island is the focal piece of the room. Found 
on eBay, its original home was an Adelaide farmhouse and it 
comfortably seats 12. It serves to anchor the soaring loft-style 
environment and suits the overall moody tones, accessorised 
with vintage decorative items and collected homewares. 


One-off, preloved pieces, such as this striking farmhouse 
table, are best found through antigues centres and markets, 
consignment companies (including Home Furniture On 
Consignment), and online auction sites. Don’t forget to add 
transport costs to the purchase price.

ENTERTAINER’S DELIGHT 

It’s a sunny outlook for everyone with 
this airy cooking zone in Brisbane

Style of project: A renovation and extension to maximise the views. 


This picturesque weatherboard house in the Brisbane fringe suburb 
of Bardon had a total renovation and extension built over the course of 
a year. To make the most of the home’s views stretching out over a 
leafy outlook to the CBD, the modern kitchen/living/TV room was 
built with access to an elevated outdoor area with a second kitchen. 
The central kitchen bench design is two fold the cooktop and 
prep zone is solid surface by Samsung Staron, with the recessed 
shelf area lit from above by an integrated lightbox; the dining bench 
sits a little higher and is made from Caesarstone. From here, the 
family can enjoy the breeze from the outdoor entertaining area. 


A& Caesarstone is manufactured using 93 per cent guartz 
aggregates, while the remaining seven per cent is 
pigments and resin. It’s often used as an alternative to granite 
but, as Caesarstone is a lot less porous, virtually unstainable 
and maintenance free. 



4 NORTHERN EXPOSURE 

A minimalist social nook that 
showcases refined Nordic style 

Architect: Nikki Butenschon at Haptic (hapticarchitects.com). 
Style of project: A complete overhaul and rethink of the space. 


This minimalist apartment is situated on the top floor of a 
19th-century building in the centre of the Norwegian capital, Oslo. 
This room was part of a total refurbishment project, which involved 
moving the original kitchen described as “tight, inefficient and 
north facing” into the common living area, where the architect was 
able to create a space that has become the social heart of the home. 
A small open fireplace has been integrated into the worktop and 
the cabinet fronts are painted to match the colour of the fireplace. 
Beautifully simple oak flooring and joinery completes the 
guintessential Scandinavian style. Two pairs of downlights are 
cleverly positioned to highlight the cooking and prep zones. 


© Every timber benchtop will have its own markings and 

character, adding warmth to a kitchen and complementing 
harder finishes, such as stainless steel. Nicks, scratches and 
stains can often enhance the appearance over time, but can 
be sanded back and refinished where necessary.

You’ve finished the kitchen reno and now everyone 
wants to have a nosy poke. Plan a big party and, 
with these dos and don’ts, you’ll enjoy it all the more 
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T here are two kinds of people in 
life: entertainers and those who 
lose their stuffing at the thought 
of a friend dropping by for a cup of tea. 

If you sit in the former camp, feel free to 
take yourself off to the kitchen to whip 
up a croguembouche. For the rest of you, 
it’s time to take a deep breath and make 
a plan for having a bunch of your nearest 
and dearest around; we’re about to make 
the process a LOT easier. 

You see, phase two of the food revolution 
has hit Australian homes. Family dinners have 
moved on from chops and three veg to paleo 
protein and super greens, possibly with zingy 
pesto. What’s more, homeowners who’ve 
spent up big on their reno are desperate to 
host friends and family in their shiny new 
spaces. “People also have less time in their 
lives to catch up with friends,” says Kirsten 
Jenkins, style editor at delicious, magazine. 

“It’s easier to have more people around all at 
once, rather than cook five dinners for four. 
Catering for more guests means that you 
need to change the way you plan.” 

In a nutshell, entertaining family and 
friends should be about spending time with 
them, and not feeling stuck in the kitchen, 
so aim for as much prep before the event 
as possible, and remember that big plates 
of colourful salad are modern, fun, and easy 
to whip up. Flere are more dos and don’ts for 
choosing and preparing a menu for guests. 

SI 

+ Veto single serves In the same way that 
many restaurants have moved to share 
plates, it pays to plan a menu that allows you 
to make fewer dishes. “I can imagine why 
people start to stress about cooking single 
steaks that’s nearly impossible to get right,” 
says Kirsten. “That’s where the stress sets in.” 
Go for a hero protein option, such as a whole 
joint of meat. That will stop the fiddly cooking 
process and also give your menu focus. 

+ Bring on the appliances For mid-week 
meals, you may not bother getting out those 
appliances buried at the back of the 
cupboard, but when you have a crew coming, 
make the most of gadgets that save time. Get 
them all out at the beginning if they’re on 
the bench ready to go, you’ll find lots of 
different uses for them. 

+ Serve hot food cold Much like revenge, 
there’s a lot to be gained by serving food that 
you’d traditionally consume warm, cold. Apart 
from the fact that it feels as if you’re eating 
something bigger, it also allows you to do the 
food prep ahead of time. 


+ Consider a grazing table This caters for all 
kinds of guests those who are hungry and 
those who just want to pick. Even better, it 
can mostly be set up ahead of time. The key 
to a beautiful display is height, variety and 
repetition. Use upturned bowls and chopping 
boards to get a layered effect, along with 
a variety of produce, meats, cheeses, olives, 
fruits and nuts, repeated around the table. 

+ Invest in platters If you’re going to be 
presenting your meal either at a separate 
table or down the centre of the one you’re 
eating at, it’s worth investing in a couple 
of great oversized platters. Presentation 
becomes almost as important as the food, 
so those big items will be key to your look. 
Consider different shapes and colours, and 
layer in pattern with your napkins and 
smaller decorative items. 

+ Think about the scene “These days, you 
can set up a scene, which means it’s 
not just about the food,” says Kirsten. Think 
flowers, serving ware, a grazing table and a 
drinks station. You might as well show off all 
the different areas of that beautiful home. 

+ Insta stalk When it comes to displaying 
food, Instagram will rival Pinterestfor 
inspiration. It’s a rich seam of beautiful 
food and combos. 




+ Skimp on condiments Adding a range of 
chutneys, dressings, fresh vegetable toppings 
and mustards will allow people to customise 
their meals, and give your setting another 
layer. Plus, they’re often pretty in colour and 
texture. Decant them into smaller vessels. 

+ Chop things too small “People often 
make the mistake of chopping things too 
small,” says Kirsten. “When you’re catering 
for a lot of people, you want to leave as many 
things whole as possible. Potatoes roast 
them whole. Salads, keep the leaves whole. 
Chopping takes time you don’t want to 
triple the workload.” 

+ Limit your salads Choose three salads 
and maybe one other side option on the 
off-chance your friends eat heaven forbid 
gluten or carbs. “Include something that 
includes starchy veg, as that’ll feel more 
substantial,” says Kirsten. “Think potatoes, 
radish and carrots.” 

+ Offer too many drinks And we’re not just 
talking consumption. When it comes to drinks, 
limit the choice to a couple of different options 
and set them up in a separate drinks area. 
Where possible, pre-mix jugs for guests to 
help themselves to. It’ll stop you having 
to ‘top up’ all night. DO 



3 lips for a stress-free 
catch-up with friends 

from Sam Gant (right),

1. Shop for the ingredients and prepare what 
you can the day before so on the day, you’re 
just putting it all together. 

2 . Organise the table setting that morning 
before you do anything else; it sets the tone 
of any event. This also means your guests are 
greeted by a beautiful and relaxed setting. 

3 . Organise pre-dinner drinks and a cheese and 
charcuterie board ready for the arrival of your 
guests. This will buy you extra time to put the 
final touches to the main event. 

( Sam’s easy Sunday 
Rirbie lunch 

STARTER A cheese and charcuterie board for 
your guests on arrival means they are instantly 
treated with something to snack on. Pick a few 
beautiful cheeses and meats from your local deli 
and serve with nuts, grapes, dips and a baguette. 
MAINS We love to give our guests options; less 
is more, but not when it comes to full stomachs! 
Lamb backstrap with the fat left on (ask your 
butcher to do this). It’s as simple as using salt, 
pepper, garlic and rosemary and rendering 
the lamb fat. The smell will be mouth-watering 
when guests are enjoying their aperitifs. 

Rib-eye rack Cook on the charcoal grill with 
tarragon, shallots and butter. Mash fresh tarragon 
with room temperature butter, garlic, sea salt and 
pepper, roll up and put in the fridge. This way you 
can cut it off in rounds to serve (you can do this the 
day before). Have the rack cooking before guests 
arrive - this can take 45 minutes depending on 
the barbecue temperature. 

Fish We love white fleshy fish, such as rockling. 
Rub in salt and pepper and cook for 5-8 minutes, 
depending on the size of the fillet. Make a burnt 
butter sage sauce to pour over the fish to serve. 
SALADS Tomato and peach Wedges of 
tomato and peach with buffalo mozzarella, 
torn basil, a splash of white wine vinegar, 
a pinch of salt and a really good drizzle of 
olive oil - delicious and super-easy to make. 
Rocket, fig, candied walnut and Meredith Dairy 
goat cheese Drizzle with the oil from the goat 
cheese and toss. The walnuts can be prepared 
the night before; the rest is put together on the 
day. No dressing is needed. 

Blanched green beans with toasted almonds 
and lemon zest tossed with a bit of the tarragon 
butter. You can blanch the green beans the night 
before, then heat and throw on the barbie.

Personal blenders pulverise ingredients into liquid and are great for DIY 
smoothies and juices. The advantage they have over a regular juicer 
is that you can combine the blending and drinking in a single piece of 
kit. Extra features include spill-proof lids, drinking spouts and a carry 
handle so you can have your juice to go. Unlike juicers, they don’t filter 
out the fibre, which means the end product is more nutritious. (Some 
have even claimed that because you’re consuming smaller particles 
than you would just chewing your food, they might be unlocking 
additional nutrients that would otherwise remain unprocessed.) 

Most personal blenders deal happily with berries and leaves; some are 
hardy enough to cope with ice and carrots. Depending on how hard 
you want to go, check out what’s under the hood before you buy.

They therefore don’t have 
the problems tackling leafy greens and nuts that a traditional centrifugal 
juicer has, and it’s claimed they produce a higher quality end product 
to boot; as less heat is generated by the process, all the enzymes and 
nutrients are better preserved. Cold-press juicers are whisper quiet 
(no waking up the household after your morning jog) and easier to 
clean, which is a blessing. On the downside, they’re a little slower 
as the juice is extracted and there’s more cost up front. But for 
the true aficionado, it doesn’t get much better than this. 03

Find 
what works for you, set realistic 
goals and be happy with them. 

5. Be organised Take a little time 
every week to stock your fridge 
with nourishing ingredients, 
snacks and meals, so you always 
have something delicious to eat.

strawberry sponge cakes 

MAKES 6 

PREPARATION TIME 25 minutes 

350g double unfilled round sponge cake 

250g cream cheese, softened 

% cup thickened cream 

2 tsp vanilla extract 

250g strawberries, hulled, sliced 

14 cup strawberry jam 

1 tbsp pure icing sugar 

1. Place sponge cake layers on a chopping board. Using an 
8cm round cutter cut 3 circles from each cake (see note). 

Using a sharp knife, gently cut each circle in half from the side. 

2 . Using an electric mixer beat cream cheese until smooth. 

Add cream and vanilla. Beat until mixture thickens. 

3 . Spread cream cheese mixture over sponge cake bases. Top with 
strawberry slices. Place jam in a heatproof, microwave-safe bowl. 
Microwave, uncovered, on high, for 30 seconds or until warm 

and runny. Spoon warm jam over strawberries. 

4 . Sandwich together with sponge tops. Dust with icing sugar 
and serve. 

Note: To cut out circles more easily, freeze sponge cake layers 
for 2 hours or until almost firm.

1. Preheat oven to 220°C/200°C fan-forced. Grease and flour 
an 18cm x 28cm (base) slice pan.

1 large (300g) navel orange, thinly sliced (see note) 

185g butter, softened 
1 tsp ground cardamom 

3 eggs 

V/z cups self-raising flour, sifted 
Yz cup plain flour, sifted 

Yz cup finely chopped pistachio kernels, toasted 
%cup buttermilk 

1. Preheat oven to 180°C/160°C fan-forced. Grease a 6cm-deep, 

22cm round cake pan. Line base and side with baking paper. 

2. Combine 1 cup sugar and m cups cold water in a large frying pan 
over medium heat. Cook, stirring, for 6 to 8 minutes or until sugar 
has dissolved. Bring to the boil. Cook, uncovered, for 5 minutes 

or until slightly thickened. Add orange. Cook, turning halfway, 
for 7 minutes or until tender. 

3. Using tongs, carefully remove orange from syrup. Line base 
of prepared pan with orange, overlapping slightly. Reserve syrup. 

4. Using an electric mixer, beat butter, cardamom and remaining 
sugar on high speed for 5 minutes or until light and fluffy. 

Add eggs, 1 at a time, beating well after each addition. 


5. Stir in half the flours, pistachio kernels and buttermilk until just 
combined. Repeat with remaining flours, pistachio kernels and milk. 
Spread mixture over orange. Bake for 45 minutes or until a skewer 
inserted in centre comes out clean. Stand cake in pan for 15 minutes. 
Turn out onto a wire rack to cool. Drizzle with reserved syrup. Serve. 
Note: You will need 14 thin orange slices. 

Tip: Cake is best made on day of serving.
